What diſputes & 
cõtentions the denial therofhath bredof late / 
dayly nouriſherheven in the bolome of our Church, 
no man(l thinke)is ignoraunt; being fo notorious that 


they cannot be ſuppreſſed, and ſo vehement, or rather 


virulent that they will not be pacificd in ſo much that 
the ſtrong in faith are thereby weakened, the weake 
greatly ſcandaliaed, che current of the Goſpell hinde · 
red, andthe building vp of Gods houſe neglected by 
wrangl ng about the ſoũdationʒ to the no leſſe encou- 
ragement of the wicked, then the diſhartening of the 
godly in their proceedings: for as vnity is the bandof 
peace and perfection in the Church: ſo contrary- 
wiſe is diſſentiõ the bane —— diſcipline & doctrine

eherin. Far better therfore were it beſeeming vs with 
all meeknes, ſincerity and conſtancy to rely and reſt 
ſettled on the maine groundes and principles of our 
faith; then (as a number doc) ſo irreligiouſly and vn- 
chriſtianly to call the in queſtion: Atheilme can ſprout 
and\preade abroade faſtinough of it ſelfe , (as lamen · 
table experience dayly teacheth, ) though it haue no 
favorites or abettors to promote and propaga: e it; & 
therefore either to plante by writing, or to water by 
ſpeaking the curſed tootes & ſerdes therof, is neither 
the part of a Paule, not ofan Apollo. For to deny or 
doubt of any Article ofthe Catholike faith , what elle 
is it, but ro prepate the way to heatheniſh paganiſme, 
that auncient baite of Sathan, & the very poyſon of 
all Chriſtianity? this hath:ynſheathed a ſword which 
wounderh-dcepelyc , bred. a ferpent which ſtingerh 
deadly, & engendred a canker which corrupteth dats 
ly both the Church and common weale. Wherefore: 
I cinot bim greatly matveile, that any profeſſed Qhri. 
ſtians ſhould now after ſo many daies of ſalvation, & 
yeares of grace, beconie(as it were) prophane Anax- 
agoriſtes;making it a matter dilputable, whether the 
ſnowe be white, or no. For according to the aſſutance 
of faith, it is no leſſe impious in Divinity amongſt 
Chriſtians to doubte of Chriſts deſcenſion into hell; 
then ablurd in philoſophie amonge naturaliſtes to de- 
ny the whitenes of ſnowe. But ſuch is the blinded af- 
fection ofoverweening ſelfe-· loue, (the mother and 
nourſe of pride & ſingularity; ) that diverſe otherwiſe 
learned and zcalous;preferring the decęitefull appre- 
henfionot humane vvitte and reaſon before the in. 
fallible_ direction of divine knowledge and pietie, be-
